CIIRISTIANIA, Norway, Dec. 10.—The 


Norwegian Parliament has conferred 
the Nobel Peace Prize upon President 
Roosevelt. 





The Nobe! Peace Prize is awarded to 
President. Roosevelt in recognition of 
his services in ending the Russo-Jap- 
anese War. Candidates for this distinc- 
tion must be proposed by legislative 
bodies, peace organizations or universi- 
ties. It is understood that the Presi- 
dent’s sponsors were Prof. H. P. Jud- 
gon, acting president of Chicago Univer- 
sity; Prof. Baldwin of Yale, Prof. Har- 
berger of the University of Munich, and 
the faculty of Georgetown University, 
Washington. . 

The peace agne went last year to 
Baroness von Suttner of Vienna, and in 
previous years to‘ W. H. Creemer, M. 
P.. of England, Prof. de Martens of 
Russia and Henri Dunent, founder of 
the Red Cross. 

The Nobel peace prize is part of a be- 
&: quest left by Dr. Alfred Bernhard No- 
i bel, the Swedish scientist, who died in 

1896. By his will a large portion of his 
fortune was devoted to five annual 
Ss, each valued at about $0,000. 
“hey were awarded for the most im- 
portant discoveries in {pay elon, ehe 
try, physiology or medicines; for the 
most distinguished work of an idealistic 
tendency in the field of literature and 
the best effort toward the fraternity 
nations and the promotion of peace. 

‘Phe last named is awarded by the 
Norwegian Parliament. The others’ are 
@warded by institutions at Stockholm. 

When Mr. Nobel died he left behind 

m a fortune of nearly $10,000,000.

Two weeks ago her sister came to St. Louls and 
took her back to Washington. I had received no letter from her since and 
Saturday I went down there to see what the trouble was.

in the shadow of ‘‘Lover’s Leap,” : 
cliff just west of Alton famed in Indian 
legends, James Dorsett was struck Sun- 
day evening by a southbound Chicago, 
Peoria & St Louis passenger train. He 
was hurled 20 feet and instantly killed. 

Dorsett was 56 years old, and had been 
several years divorceq from his wife, 
who has remarried and lives in Upper 
Alton. Two children survive him. 

Dorsett left his Alton home at 6 p. 


m. Sunday to walk to a quarry west of 
the cliff. He made his way along the 
railroad track, commonly known as the 
Bluff Line, because it lies for a consid- 


bluffs facing the Mississippi River. 
“Lover's Leap” is a cliff projecting 





beyond the line of bluff and much high- 
er. At its top is a huge boulder, and 
,it is a favorite scene for sightseers. Its 
name is due to an ancient Indian tra- 
dition, which says that Chief Ontago of 
the Iroquois, finding his daughter with 
a suitor from another tribe, keeping 
tryst beside the boulder, fired at tiie 
young brave, but by accident killed. his 
daughter, whereupon the brave took the 
lifeless figure in his arms and leaped 
over the cliff to death. 

The line of the railroad track curves 
at the cliff and runs around it, making 
a dangerous spot. Dorsett did not hear 
the approach of the passenger train, St. 
Louis bound, and was struck by it. Dor- 
sett spent his time as a quarryman and 
boat builder.

had it been received we could not fail 
to remember it. I never received 
trom him any letter giving any such 


account of his visit to the Vatican 
and his conversation with the Pope 
as he now says he sent me; and 


this is evident from the letters which 
he gives as written by me to him on 
Dec. 27 and Dec. 30. in which, as "ou 
will see I specifically state that I did 
not know whether or not he had even

LEVATED railroads have not solved Chicago’s rapid transit problem. Mayor Edward F. 
Dunne, who has devoted the greater part of his administration to a study of transportation 
problems, and other prominent city officials and business men warn St. Louis not to make 
the mistake of granting a franchise for an elevated railroad, but to settle the transportation question 


right by building a subway. 

Chicago has had more than ten years’ experience with elevated railroads. The streets are not 
only obstructed by the unsightly elevated roads, with the accompanying terrific noise of the pound- 
ing and rumbling of the heavy trains over the steel structures, but the municipal authorities find 
that they now have to build subways to relieve the surface congestion, due primarity to mistakes in 


the building of elevated roads. 
From their experience and observation Chicago officials most familiar with transportation 
problems declare that elevated railroads are a nuisance, and that no city, having regard for its fu- 


ture welfare, ought to permit their construction. .

DIPLOMACY IN BOXING GLOVES. 

Evidently Mr. Bellamy Storer had a story to tell 
at Mr. Rooseveit’s expense that he thought too good 
to keep for posterity. A little intrigue at Rome 
‘had finally embroiled him and his wife with the 
|} resident. He had been abruptly dropped from his 
ambassadorship. But the key to the mystery was 
hidden from the great American public. 

According to the best precedents, Mr. Storer might 
have retired to his retreat and written at length in 
his diary all the disparaging details about Mr. 
| Roosevelt’s conduct as another generation's literary 
;sensation. But Mr. Storer was in a hurry, He 
was not hankering especially for posthumous fame 
as an author. So he took the American short cut, 
had his correspondence with the President carefully 
typewritten and forwarded to members of the Cab- 
inet and the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and faced with all the composure he could com- 
mand the grave danger that the newspapers would 
get hold of it. 

It may be that Mr. Storer is pained by this sud- 
den publication of confidential documents. He says 
that he clearly marked all the copies “Private” and 
that his own hands are clean in the matter. 

But if he really cherished the idea of privacy it 
would have been better if he had stuck to the old 
plan of writing his memoirs, The Greville Memoirs 
were not published until 10 vears after the death 
of their author, and they contained certain witing 
reflections on his contemporaries. It was said of them 
that they read as though Judas Iscariot had written 
the lives of the Apostles. Prince Hohenlohe died sev- 
eral years ago. His memoirs, just published, have 
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set the teeth of the Kaiser and a number of revérend 
Germans on edge. 

The third yolume of Bismarck’s recollections is said 
to be still reposing in manuscript form in a London 
sate deposit vault. 

Fortunately’ for the gayety of nations, we have 
none of that stuffy European superstition about the 
sacredness of diplomatic secrets. Mr. Storer berates 
the President of the United States and Mr. Roose- 
velt promptly pours 6000 words of presidential wrath 
upon the head of the deposed Ambassador, Ap- 
parently we have progressed from diplomacy — in 
shirtsleeves to diplomacy in boxing gloves.

There isn’t anything particularly ovel or startling in thie latest Civil 
War play, save that it's rather*a surprising presentment of ‘Bouthern con- 
ditions and temper to have come from a Northern man, and that there's 
in most Plays of its kind. It has a stirring 
beginning, revealing the heroine tn peril because she insists upon being @ 
Confederate dispatch bearer, and the premise of the first act is that of 
sameness to all the Civil War plays that have preceded it but after this act 
the story runs more quietly and has & very pretty and pensive ending un- 
@er the shadow of Lee's surrender Of the Army of Northern Virginia. 
marking the close of the war. It’s most melodramatic moment is when Maior 
Dale, of the Union Secret Service, the hero-part played by the attractive Mr. 
Serrano, !s captured in General Pinckney’s home as the result of 4 trap set 
for him by Constance Pinckney, of which she afterward repents bitterly, and 
thts climax is cleverly worked up to and effectively presented. From that mo 
ment, however, melodrama is dispensed with and a pretty and quiet story 
fe told thence to the finish. 

Y have an idea that when the officers of the local Daughters of the Con- 
federacy oceupy the Garrick boxes tonight as guests of Miss Walker, who ts 
hersetf a Southern woman, there’ll be considerable Confederate enthusiasm 
manifested, because the play’s lines and situations will be found provocative of 
such demonstrations, but {t‘s a fair play, for all that, and the broader na- 
tonal aspect of the Civil War, revealing the true attitude of both sides, 1s 
capably presented. It’s really a playentirely lacking in prejudice, precisely 
such a play as might have been written by a just-minded Northerner who rec- 
ognized the devotion to principle that animated the South to {ts tremendous 
sacrifices, and the story which it tells bears directly upon this teaching of 
“right on both sides.” I fancy that it will be as well received by one as by 
the other, although I do not know whether it has the strength necessary to 
live as a permanent contribttion to Civil War dramatic literature. Some more 
“smashing,” but really less worthy plays, may outlive it by mere virtue of 
excitement and noise. 

Miss Walker plays the role of Constance Pinckney quite pleasingly, be- 
ing better, however, in its lighter aspects of gentle comedy than where any 
strain of emotionalism is placed upon her. Mr. Serrano is as we have seen 
tim before in such roles as this of Maj. Dale, competent and of virile per- 
gonality. The Capt. Allen Fraser of Frederick Forrester is a neat bit of act- 
ing, as is also the Judge Tucker Robinson of Scott Cooper, and the Anita 
Robinson of Miss Fay Wheeler is prettily done. Thomas P. Jackson gives us 
yather a convincing picture of Jefferson, the old-time colored house servant 
at Gen. Pinckney’s home, and the cast as a whole is satisfactory.

If plans for next year do not miscarry 
Ahe club will have many-new features. 
Among these will be numbered an eight- 
oar rowing shell, double oar and sinzle 
boats, a landing runway that can be ad- 
justed with the rise and the fall of the 
river, and last, but not least, a profes- 
sional trainer who will instruct the 
members of the club. 

John Day Schaab, vice-president of the 
National Oarsmen’'s Association. has 


‘promised the club to secure the trainer, 


and he expects to get an expert. This 
trainer will be at the St. Louls Western 
Rowing Club's quarters during the fcur 
or five months of the summer. 


To Build on Bluffs. 


The boathouse is to be built on the 
bluffs. It will be fitted with from fifty 
to one hundred lockers and every con- 
venience of the up-to-date boating club 
will be found within. The building 
proper will be constructed of fireproof 
material and the foundation will be of 
concrete. A spacious observatory will 
project out over the bluff for the ac- 
commodation of those desiring to watch 
events on the river. 

It is hoped to have the boathouse com- 
pleted within two or three months. In 
all about $1200 will be expended on new 
equipment for the club and in all future 
purchases the selection of boats and 
Othe: paraphernalia will be given over 
into the hands of experts. The contracts 
for the boats to be received itn the 
spring have been let to a well-known 
firm in Bosotn. Mass., whose repuattion 
for boatmaking is known to be of the 
beat. 

At the regular monthly. business meet- 
ing held prior to the special meeting 
last Friday evening, 15 new members 
were admitted to the club and officers 
were nominated for the ensuing year.

H. Cc. Koenig, H. Nelgner, I’. Sebastian, 
N. Vonderau for directors, 

In nearly every case the officer will 
be the same for the coming year as for 
las* year. The present officers have 
had charge of all matters relating to the 
building of the new boathouse and its 
equipment and for this reason they will 
be re-elected.
